"It was true," Mr. Flumerfelt eontin- 
ited, lliat McGill had a splendid equip- 
ment, that its faculty was the hc!-l that 
could he obtained anywhere; but a Brit- 
ish Columbia university if decided upon 
would have to be placed upon a high 
standard of efficiency. It would be n 
disiM'Pdit lo Ihe province should the in- 
stitution, once introduced, be in any way 
inferior to otiiera. In short,. Jlr.. Flum- 
erfelt thought that the present ■wfa.'j.nn 
inopportune time for llie establishment 
of a university. .- ITe was nn enthusiast 
Upon/tho eduiia.tional question, upon the 
advancement of Ihc Canadian West in 
respect to the learning of its youth, but 
lie (lid not believe that it would be poli- 
tic to move for a college in the luime- 
tliate future. The jiresent nrraiigenieiit 
would fill the reqiiirenients for a time. 
Indeeil, the college that had been placed 
at N'aiii'ouver was one thiit sliould he 
a])precialed by students throiigliout 
lirilish f:oluiiibia. lint the nrgnnizat ion 
with wliich he was conneoted was woik- 
iug towards the liiial goal; and. wlieii 
tlie time arrived, they would he ilii' 
first lo move towards the realization of 
the ambition of all interested in higlier 
education— the estalilislnneut of a Hrit- 
isli Colnmbia university uimn a stand- 
ard rendering it capable of couipefitig 
wilh those of -the ensterii provinces. 
Quejttion of Site Premature 
"Where do you think Ihe site of the 
proposed university should be, in A'ic- 
toriaV queried the reporter. But Mr.

, along Ihe line of such a query. The mnt- 
l" ler of .'i location for a university was one 
wliicli could be dealt with when the nec- 
essity arose. Vndouhledly. however, lie 
was in favor of the government setting 
aside a block of latid "for the purpose 
of endowing such an inslitufioii."

r. iJin"". city solicitor, .prosecuted, and 
Frank HiBgina and ^\^" 0;. .MbrC8l)y np- 
pciired for tiio : defence. ' His Worship, 
Mayor Morloy, took a scat beside Mag- 
istrate Hall and listened to the pi-oucetl 
ings throughout Uie day. E. C. Smltli 
assistant city treasurer, .Tohn M. Lang 
ley, chief of police, George Perdue, de- 
tective, and those accused of playing a 
game of chance gave evidence, and tiie 
case was remanded until AVednesdny 
morning. There wa? a large attendance. 

Chief Langley testified regarding a 
search of the Tourist Cafe made l)y 
him on November Tlh. Ho was provided 
witli a searcli -syni-runt. 

Mr. Higgins nslcetl to ho shown the 
search warrant. Ho examined it, and 
said lie would object to the evidence of 
the chief of police as the waiTant, not 
beinc under tlie seal of the city, was 
invalid. 

After much discussion Alagistrate Hnll 
ruled tluil as it was not intended to use 
tlie warrant as evidence, tlie witness 
(•DM hi proceed. 

Cliief l.aiigley continued, with Intcr- 
polnled disctiKsioiis between counsel to 
state that he and Doteelivc Perdue had 
visited the Tourist ('afe on Xov.

They must choose between siiii- 
porliiig Mr. MeHride's action on the one 
hand and. on llie other, I'lidnisim; the 
altitude of the federal iireiiiier in diuliii- 
ing: th'c suggestion that a commission 
should be appointed and the action of the 
eiislerii premiers in offering ns a small 

■ temporary allowancp as a setllenieni for 
Diir c.tceplional claims based upon ron- 
ditions of a permanent nature. If thoy 
liad any influence at Ottawa they never 
would have been put in such an unfor- 
tunate position. 

DEVELOPMENT OF THE PROVINCE 

The development of southern British 
■A-'ColumbIa cost a great deal of money. 
' 'Loans were freely made In order to 
le.saon tho burden of taxation. Heavy 
la-xci would have kept the province 
back, and tho grovernrnent' had to 
choose, between borrowing the needed 
money and permitting n great ni,d 
valuable area to remain a wUdonioss. 
No man can honestly say that the cx- 
peiidlturoB for the opening up of Tale 
and Kootoiiny were not a good Invest- 
iiiont. K there was no now territory 
to develop, tho people of British Co- 
lumbia might reasonably look forward 
iyo a gradual reduction in provincial 
taxes as the burdens of local admliils- 
J 



trntlon would be as.sumed by . munici- 
palities; and It is quite possible, al- 
though ■ not being',. In the- confldencie of 
the 'T^nahce MltiilWtef --we 'db' liot know, 
that the government may be In n posi- 
tion to propose a reduction of taxation 
at the next session. ■ But this has 
nothing to do iwlth the general, propo- 
sition, that the development of British 
Columbia will call for an Immense out- 
lay, v.'hich can only be met either by 
borrowing money, increasing the tarces 
or getting i-.mpr^i-^froni the Dominion. 
FIve-sIxths''of the province is, so far 
as the necessary conveniences of cbni- 
munkntlon go — wo mean ' now the a:'b-; 
soUitely necessary conveniences — in a, 
state of nature. Railway construction 
Is likely to open up vast area."i. This 
will lead to an Increase of population, 
and* this :.wIll"eotiipel ther'bulldlng of 
roads, trails, bridges, school houses, 
court houses and so on. It will add 
greatly lo the cost of the administra- 
tion of justice. It win compel an 
increase in government ofllclals. This 
cannot be pfevente'd','. . no -matt'er , who 
may be in power. An Impression pre- 
vails In some quarters that It Is pos- 
sible to reduce greatlj' the cost of ad- 
ministration without Impairing Its 
efllclency. British Columbia had a 
premier once, whose term of office was 
not very long, and who thought this 
very thing. ' After he had been retired 
by the people, he said that he had dis- 
covered that what could be accom- 
plished along such a line was so small 
that It was hardly worth considering. 
And this Is quite true. Persons 
familiar with tho financial arrange- 
ments of other provinces are very apt 
to think our governmental system 
needlessly extravagant because it Is, 
comparatively speaking, very costly, but 
investigation will demonstrate, not that 
a few dollars might not be saved here 
and there, but that no very substantial, 
reduction can be made without seri- 
ously Impairing the efficiency' of the 
public service. 

If. as we all hope, a very large num- 
ber of people win come to British Co- 
lumbia to occupy the vast vacant areas 
and develop our natural resources, a 
very large expenditure will be called 
for, and it will he liopeicss to expect to 
meet this out of the revenue derived 
from the new districts. Taxable prop- 
erty will not be . developed rapidly 
enout'h. After a time the condition of 
things will prevail which Is rapidly 
coming about In the southern portion 
of the province. .Population will be- 
come centred In localities, and muni- 
cipalities can take their share of the 
public burdens. But he Is a foolish 
man who supposes for a moment that 
a territory, larger than France and 
exceedingly dlfllcult to develop, can bo 
onened up with sufficient rapidity to 
meet what we all hope will be the de- 
mands of a new and energetic popula- 
tion, without doing to some extent 
what was done in Yale and ,Kootenay — 
that is. Invest money upon ihe pros- 
pect of results. It would be''*unfalr to 
Increase the taxation of the older dis- 
tricts to, provide necessary facilities 
f(n' the new. The Dominion will de- 
rive Immediate benefit from the Influx 
of new' people. " • Th6y^"-\VIll buy groat 
quantities of dutiable and excisable 
good;:, and tiius become exceptionally, 
large contiibutors to the federal rev- 
enue long before they will contribute 
any considerable sum to'^thc 'excheQuer 
of the province. This" Is oiie of ■ 'the 
reasons why the federal authorities 
ought to meet our reasonable demands 
for exceptional assistance. We were 
offered $100,000 a year for ten years. 
This would provide Interest and slnk- 
In.g fund for that tieriod upon a loan 
of $2,,"ii)(i,onn, a snni of money which 
Aouid be quite inadequate to meet the 
necessary requirements In the way of 
capital expenditures within the ten 
voais ill the district to l)e opened by 
the Grand Trunk P.'iciflc; and yet 
during those ten ye;ir.s, if that district 
is settled up as 'Vale and Kootenay 
have been, the residents will contribute 
from $10,000,000 to $15,000,000 more to 
■le Dominion treasury than will be ex- 
ncnded In the d'slrlct by the Dominion 
government.

A P E R F ECTL Y ; GO DWORD. 

The othwJday,ithe: Colotiiat, referred 
to certain 'pedpie'%s- being In tbe habit 
of "snooping around newspapers," and 
a correspondent wants to know If 
"snoop" is a good word. It Is per- 
fectly good. It will be found in the 
Standard Dictionary and the Century 
Dictionary, where It .ls defined "to pry 
about,/tb' go al>dut;rln::'a ■'sneaking way, 
tb.'look Into things' with which' one has 
no business, to thrust one's nose into 
things." It is a variant of the word 
"snook," which seems to have come 
down ,v from tl«;, . ::t Ime . when certain 
Dutch' c6ibnlsts"settliad' in England, and 
Is derived from the word "snoken," 
whence also we have the word "sneaU." 
In Lang's Blue Fairy Book occurs the 
following: 

'^Snook Imt, anil snook lien, 
I And the smell of an cnrtlily man; 
Be he Uvinz or be be dead, 
'Bis heart . thle night shnll kitclien sny 
bread." 

, Now, while we are unloading upon 
the public this valuable Information, it 
may be appropriate to remark that al- 
though "snijpp" Is a .variant of "snook," 
It must not be confounded. with Cen- 
tropomus or Carangoid (Ishes, nor even 
with the Thyrslles Atun, all Of which 
may Ce properly called "snooks," but 
never "snoops," E}ven a flsh has too 
much decency to be a snoop. Pishes 
do not write mean Jetters to news- 
papers, although as long ago as the 
time of Pope snoops wrote occasionally, 
which led that poet, m his Moral Es- 
aays, to refer to one of them thus; 

"Win sneaks (snoops) a scrivener, an 
exceeding knave." 

Thus is exemplified the exquisite 
meanness of the person who endeavors 
to pry Into newspaper' matters with 
which he has no concern.

.V Fcinio correspondent, writing un- 
der date of OcL ii, jsives the following 
additional particulars of tlie abortive 
attempt made to bring to an ond Ihe 
ciail miners' strilie:

Certainly tlie 
tales one has heard of the country seem 
but a snare and a delnsiuii, and as Ihe 
days lengtlien iiilo weeks it is a sore 
teniiilalion lo ;ibaniloii the (iiiest. 

'I'lieii suddenly conies the lirsl intima- 
tion thai the game lias arrivi.'il. In the 
dead of the night there is a tremendous 
miroar in the village street; the natives 
arc running wildly lo and fro, thi' hmiter- 
iiieii are preparing llieir torclics and 
spears in a manner which suggests .'i 
sally against some hostile tribe. .\ tiger 
has entered Ihe village, stolen a dog or 
a pig and cscaiied witli it across tlio 
Meld.s. 

This is indeed welcome news for there 
will he something to work on. At day- 
light the hunterincii are in reitdiness; 
their torclies formed of long bamboo rods 
with oiled rags tied around their lips 
are iirepareil, the idol duly propiliiited, 
and ofl' om- starts into the hills, expecl- 
aiiey ami hoiiefulness at lop noicli. They 
light their torches and enter the cave as 
carelessly as though il were a stray pig 
not a tiger, thai they e.xiiecieil lo Mini 
within. 

iMeanwliile the spoftsnian slanrls guanl 
a fi'w yards away from the entrance, 
ready at any second to lire should the 
animal try to escape. The c.xeiteiiient 
is now intense. The men are feeling 
around inside the cave lighling liieir way 
wilh Ihe torches and guarding witli llieir 
spears against an attack. 

Suddenly a dull roar seems to come 
from the depths of the rock, the men 
shout a warning, there is a loud 'niiglir- 
r-r,' and the tiger springs from between 
the great bouldnrs. He will not go out of 
his way to altack, nor will he hesitate 
an inslaiil but makes off in greal bounds 
down the iiioiintainside. in that moment 
the sportsman must shoot, and shoot ai.'- 
nirately, no second chance is given. 

.More likely, lio\vcver, on seeing llie 
light of the torches, the animal will 
cower hack in Ihe iiiiieriiiosi recesses of 
the cave, whence it will be impossible lo 
dislodge liiiii. On ascertaining his posi- 
tion, Ihe hiinlermen block up all possible 
e.\ils with bundles of stubble, wliich are 
thrown down from above by tlio vil- 
lagers, who never luis.i tlie fun of seeing 
n hunt, and invariably gather on llie 
hillside at a respectful, distance from ilin 
scene of notion. This hlockiug In of the 
game often takes several hours, Avhicli 
are hours of leiisi' expeclaiicy for llie 
siiorlsman, vvlio must he ready at any 
second for a change of tactics and a sud- 
den charge on llie pari of Ihe tiger. 

Kiniilly, il Is annoimced lhat llie ani- 
mal is effeclively hlockeil. The sporls- 
iiian ilriips down between llie houlilei-s 
lhat f<u-iii the entrance to. Ihe cave, and, 
having acc'ii.-domcil his eyes to thi> torcli- 
lighl, follows the ilireetioiis of the hiinl- 
ermen for iipproaeliing Ihe liger's relreal 
lie will iierhaps have to wiggle on liis 
stomai'h through some narrow passages, 
dragging his gun by- Ihe niir/.zle afler 
lihn; lie is priicliciiily in darkness, ami 
llis ignoraiK'c as lo the exact .Svlierc-' 
ahouts of the tiger renders' 'his task one 
of peculiar interest. As he draws near a 
suiifl or II half suppressed roar reveals 
the auiniars |iosiliiiii. 

I'riihahly Hie sportsman can now sei. 
through the chinks in the rock Hie glow- 
ing eyes and the gre;it striped side. Vet 
lie is ill no dunger, for Ihe liniil ernieii 
liiive done llieir work well, and lefl lint 
a snuill hole ihrongli which the shot is 
lo be lireil. Il is a novel siliialloii Ibis, 
to be within a few feet of a live liger .iii 
a dork cuve, to see the greeu eyes blink- 



ing sleepily, in tlic glow from the torclies 
wliich liiive boon tlirnst through the 
chinks in tlie rock iiiidr'rneath, and lo 
watch the mighty head ami great swell- 
ing iiinsclcs of tills iiiuguiliceiit hnitc as 
he lies panting with fright and anger. 
. Ill spite of one's feeling of security 
one does not care to delay too liaig. The 
exiiress is dragged painfully into posi- 
tion: the tiger as he sees the muzzle ap- 
proaching, draws baik snarling. Then 
the report of Ihe gun resounds through 
the cave, and the liuui is over. The body 
is dragged witli diniciiity to tho surface 
aud, slung from a pole is carried by the 
liiiiilernien back to the village, while the 
natives follow joyfully alongside, shout 
ing, dancing and generally rejoicing at 
the death ,of. so. dreaded. aa.eueuiy.

During the mouth of September of litis 
year a boy tiinetceu years old became 
consumptive, lie lived in a hotel nnd 
was dependent on his own efforts ns a 
laborer.: As ^n result of lus disease he 
was turned out of three hotels and re 
fused admission to u public hospital. Tlic 
boy is now dead. A man who befriended 
the boy wrote as follows: "God have 
mercy on.us.-ior.pur .ueglect of. bucIi 
cases." Need we further ask, is ihis In- 
stitution needed? 

Tlie de,itli-rol! from consumption in 
Canada exceeds twelve thousand yearly; 
and in British CoUinibia it is over two 
hundred. 

Tlio number of persons invalided from 
c'onHtimpiioii is authoritatively estimated 
to be five times as great ns the number 
o£ dentils therefrom; therefore, we have 
some sixty tliousniid invalids in Canada, 
nnd :i thousand in British Colinnhia. 

We have, therefore, before us the ap- 
palling fact that yeariy,,we lose tlie ben- 
efit of . the- services' and' earning powers 
of thousanda of citizens who are in- 
capacitated by illne.ss, and others we lose 
outriglit by ileatli, tlirongh this one 
cause — and that n prcvenliible cause. 
This is something to set i)i)litical econ- 
omists tliiuliiii(j; very seriously. It is fi 
resvonsibilily too vast to be mea.nured 
by mere figures, or described in mere 
laiigiiagc. 

Xo fanciful theories, uutrieil methods, 
or more experiments are i)ropiise(l. The 
simple, (jod-given remedies, viz.: Fresli 
air, suitable food, rest and exercise, un- 
der expert supervision, aud suitable, 
cheerful surroundings, have more than 
proved their efficiency. Practically speak- 
ing, these requisites are obtainable only 
in a sanitorium. 

A further advantage connGCted with 
such an iiistitiidon is that the ndmis- 
slon^ of a patient means the removal of 
one source of contagion from titc- general 
community; and when; after treatment, 
such person is returned cured, or otlier- 
wise, to the ranks of the public, he or 
she is an educational centre of first im- 
portance, because the lirst priucipie im- 
pressed on a piiticnt on entering a sani- 
torium is the cnro he should exorcise in 
Ills iicrsonal hnbits; the necessity for 
clcaiiiiness, for cure in disposal of any- 
thing about him which would spread, or 
even be likely to spread, coutngiou; in a 
word, he is persistently taugbt to move 
nod live so tlint no other human being 
shall be likely, in tlie remotest sense, tn 
suffer on account of anj' thoughtlessness 
oil his part in tho care of himself. Sucli 
a person, wlien dischargod from the iii- 
stitiitioii is, by his training in tl:e sani- 
torinin, not only improssed with the nec- 
essity for coulintiiiig such caution, but, 
because of his kiiowlcilge so gained, be- 
comes in his family nnd general ntir- 
rouiuliiigs un cdiicationnl iiiiluence infin- 
itely more offoctivc than nil the lilcra- 
tiire and iirgiiments of physicians and 
authorities on the subject. 

The conditions as to consiimptinn are 
not only fully understood, but are weli 
recognizoi], nnd it Is now nn ncccpteil 
fact that consumption is preventnltle nm. 
may l)e cured, or its course arrostcd. 
TItat beiiiB so, inaction is, to say the 
least, criminal. It is our duty to endeav- 
or, in any case, to stem tlie progress of 
this sacrifice of human beings. 

It is proposed to build a sanitorium in 
British Columbia. Tho provincial gov- 
ornnicnt nre prepared to assist, and tho 
l)eciple generally, through local societies 
fornic'.I all over the coiuitry, nre willing 
to maiiit.iii). Yoti arc askod lo lielp us to 
build. Action, imniedinic action, is Im- 
perative, if wp wish lo stem this .iwfiil 
tide of mortality. To stand idly by niiy 
longer is Innlnmoiiiit to being willing pur- 
ticipiitors in something ^vorso tliaii race 
suicide.
